Violation(s) of City environmental codes exist at your property located at 102 W 33rd St. 

Violations on this property are as follows: 

11-105 - Weed Violation On Property 

(a) Weeds 12" Or Higher On Property. Grass Or Weeds 12" Or Higher Shall Not Be Permitted On 
Property. 

(b) Vegetation Obstruction Public Right Of Way. Hedges, Shrubs, Trees, Or Other Vegetation Shall Not 
Protrude Onto Sidewalk, Street, Alley, Grass Strip So As To Obstruct The Safe And Orderly Movement Of 
Persons Or Vehicles. 

(c) Weeds, Grass 12" Or Higher Or Vegetation Not Permitted Between Sidewalks To Curb, Public 
Right-Of-Way, Or Along Alley To The Center Point. 

(d) Fallen, Dead Trees Or Limbs On Private Property Must Be Removed. 

Note: Only one notice will be provided during grass season as defined by City ordinance section 1 l-107(d) - 
Proof of such service, delivery, mailing or posting shall be sufficient evidence of such notice. One such notice 
per growing season, defined as the period annually from March 1 to November 30, shall be considered 
reasonable notice. 

Grass/weeds are over 12 inches and needs to be cut on and around property to include public 
right of ways, sidewalks and to the centerline of the alley. Please cut back or remove bushes 
growing into public right-of-way such as sidewalk space and/or alley. Also, any fallen tree limbs 
on and around the property need to be removed. Failure to comply will result in the abatement 
of all said violations by a contractor, hired by the City of Richmond at the property owner’s 
expense. A civil penalty of $50 will be assessed for this first violation and notice. No further 
notice will be issued during growing season of March 1 - November 30 for 11-105 (a) - 
ll-105(d).

LAWN MAINTENANCE LAWS 

Richmond Code of Lows (QfdinQnces); Chapter 11 Environment; Article III. - Nuisances: Article IV. - REFUSE. LITTER AND WEED CONTROL (et seq.) 


In helping keep our city beautiful, Richmond has laws requiring persons who own or occupy 
a property to keep grass, weeds and similar vegetation under a height of 12 inches; prevent 
shrubs or trees from blocking sidewalks, streets, alleys, or public right-of-way; and, clean up 
fallen trees and branches. Some highlights include; 

• First Violation = $200 Charge + Clean Up Costs 

Mandatory $50 civil penalty. Additional $150 Administrative Fee plus Clean Up Costs apply if 
violation is not abated by property owner within 48 hours ond then cleaned up by City. 


• NO Notice Given on Future Violations During Growing Season 

After first violation you are automatically charged for each new violation during that year's growing 
season, which runs March 1 to November 30. 


• Each Future Violation = $350 Charge + Clean Up Costs 

Mandatory $200 civil penalty. Additional $150 Administrative Fee plus Clean Up Costs apply if 
violafion is nof abafed by properfy owner within 48 hours and then cleaned up by City. 

• Clean Up Costs for Each Violation are Based on Property Size 

City uses lawn and garden contractors for clean up. 


• Three Violations = Class 3 Misdemeanor = Fine up to $500 

Three violafions within 24 months is a Class 3 Misdemeanor, which is punishable by a fine of up fo $500.
